The output of the United States first surpassed 
that of Great Britain in 1899, and Americs now 
produced 47 per cent. of the worlds outpat. 
The history {of coal ia Germany was ‘simlar.to | 
that of the United States, the tigure rising 
stondily until in 1807 her ontput reached 202 
million tons, There had also been a” great 
incressy in the coal, production of ‘the. British 
Colonies In187L only-ons. Colony, Australis, 
produced ag much ws one moillion, tong, but in 
1907 Canada produced 94, million tons, Australia 
9h, New Zealand 14, South Africa 4 Indin 11. 
The combined output -of the British Colonies 
was greater thon that of any European count 
except Germany aud Austria, and the -Briciy 
Colonies wore now fifth. on the list of coul-prodde- 
ing countries'in the world. The coal of the 
Colonies. was, a valuable asset’ to the British 
Empire, . Notwithstanding ‘all the econo 
mies introduced. in coal cinsumption in 
various industries the total consumption con- 
tinued to increas, and the . problem was 
how long the coal would last, Iu 1893. the 
Prussian Government preparad the following 
figures of the amoint of coal thon existing :, 
The United States, 684,.00 million tons, Great 
Britain, 198,000. million; Germany, 112,050 
million; France, 18,000 million; etetrin- 
Hungary, (7,000 million; Belgium, - 15,000 
million, There was also a very large quantity 
of coil.in China, but there was no accurate’ 
estimate of the anionnt, Lf the ontput of coal 
continued to increase at ‘the present’ average 
rate the world’s supply would be exhauated 
within the next five huodred years, but that it 
would continue to incrensa so rupidly one could - 
hardly believe. nok :
